Swedish Surgical Team 
Implants Artificial Heart

STOCKHOLM — Doctors at 
Karolinska Hospital here have car- 
tied out the first artificial heart 
implant operation outside the 
United States, it was disclosed 
Tuesday. 

“The patient, a Swedish man in 
his 50s, received a metal and plastic 
Jarvik-7 artificial heart two days 
ago,” said Tanja Blanck, ἃ press 
officer at the hospital. 

“He is awake and his condition is 
satisfactory,” she said. “He had 
had several heart attacks. There 
‘was no other alternative.” 

The patient was removed from a 
respirator Tuesday morning, ac- 
cording to hospital officials. 

Mrs, Blanck said that the surgi- 
cal team was led by Dr. Bjarne K. 
Sembe, a Norwegian who is the 
head of the hospital’s thoracie sur- 
gery depariment. 

The patient requested anonym- 
ity and the hospital released no 
Make on his identity and personal 
116. 

There have been three previous 


implantations of permanent artifi- 
cial hearts, afl Jarvik-7s in the Unit- 
ed States. 

The first permanent recipient of 
an artificial heart was Barney B. 
Clark, who received an implant at 
the University of Utah Medical 
Center on Dec. 2, 1982, and lived 
112 days, 

The second was William J. 
Schroeder, who received the Jarvik- 
7 heart on Nov, 25, 1984 at Hu- 
mana Hospital-Audubon in Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, and has surpassed 
Dr. Clark’s 112 days. Murray P, 
Haydon became the third Jarvik-7 
heart recipient at Humana on Feb. 
17. Με, Schroeder and Mr. Haydon 
are still alive. 

Dr. William C. DeVries is the 
only U.S. surgeon authorized τὸ 
implant the Jarvik-7. 

A spokesman for Humana Inc.. 
which owns the Louisville fucilily. 
said Tuesday of the European im- 
plant: “We knew about it yester- 
day, Dr. DeVries was consulted 
about the operation and was in 
contact with the surgeons.” 


U.S. Doctors Are Swallowing a Bitter Pill: Marketing

NEW YORK — Dr, Andy P. Morley 
sends ἃ quarterly newsletter to each of his 
patients that offers information on treating 
the flu, handling high blood pressure and 
generally staying “out of my office." He says 
it helps his patients, in the Adanta suburb of 
Decatur. to hold down the cost of health care 
and helps his business at the same time. 
‘Dr. L, Sam Musallam keeps his Oklahoma 
City office open until'9 P.M. on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays, he says, so “the mothers 
don’t miss work and the kids don’t miss 
school.” His waiting room is comfortably 
furnished, “like a living room,” he says, add- 
ing: “People are doctor-shopping. You just 
have to compete.” 


Facing what is increasingly described as a. 


glut of physicians in the United States, doc- 


-fors aré marketing their services as never 


before. : 

In the most noticeable aspect of this trend, 
some have even brought their offices to their 
patients, opening clinics in suburban shop- 
ping malls. These clinics, virally unheard 
of 10 years ago, are booming. " 

Only a few years ago the medical profes- 
sion considered marketing - unethical. The 


_American Medical Association's canons 


barred most advertising, and many practices 
that are now considered a,convenience for 


‘ Εν 


patients. like the use of credit cards, were 
frowned upon. 

But in 1975 the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion ruled that the association's mules against 
advertising were too restrictive, a decision 
that was ultimately upheld by the federal 
courts. Today more and more doctors are 
advertising their services and using other 
ways to get and keep patients. These tactics 
are even being taught in many medical 
schools. 

“There are 500,000 physicians in this 
country.” said Stephen W. Brown, president 
of the American Marketing Association and 
a professor of marketing at Arizona State 
University. “A majority are viewing market- 
ing as of growing importance, and some view 
it as a necessity.” 

“About four or five years aga. il was very 
controversial.” said Mr. Brown, who was an 
adviser ta the American Academy of Family 
Physicians for two years. “A few groups even 
asked if ! could keep the word ‘marketi 
out of my title. [t used to be equated wit 
used-car salesmen.” Ὁ 

But, Mr. Brown said, “there has always 
been marketing of physicians.” 

. “Htused to be called "bedside manner, ora 
*pleasunt office environment,’ ™ he said. “All 
are marketing” Ὁ 

"Dr. Allan H. Bruckheim, director of the 
residency program that Lrains family physi- 
cians at St. Mary's Hospital in Hoboken, 


New Jersey. says the changes in the way 
doctors market their services are a response 
to patients’ demands. 

“We can no longer have the autocratic, 
chauvinistic and paternalistic doctor that 
was common until a decade ago,” Dr. Bruck- 
heim said. “It’s not good enough to say, “You 
have this disease. [Il cure you or T'll cut it 
out” 

Today's patients ask questions about their 
treaument. Dr. Bruckheim said, and doctors 
who want to cultivate their practices will 
answer them. 

He sdded that techniques of developing a 
practice are now 8 standard part of the 
medical curriculum and are taught in pro- 
grams offered by professional groups like the 
AMA and the American Academy of Family 
Physicians. “Marketing is not a dirty word.” 
Dr. Bruckheim said. 

In Oklahoma City, Dr. Musallam said the 


attention he now pays to his patients has 


helped expand his seven-year-old practice. “I 
get a whole lot fewer requests to send my 
patients’ charts to someone else.” he said. 


Scheduling two or three patients for the 
same time period. a once-common practice, 
is jpecomns increasingly rare, Dr. Morley 
said, 

“This isn't an airline, you can't just over- 
byok.” he explained, “Of course, on an air- 
line, if you get bumped, they give you free 


passage. Why not give the patient a free 
session if he has to wait more than, say. an 
hour or so?" 


He said he would not advocate such a 
Policy in every case. lest a physician return 
from an emergency call to face a waiting 
room full of patients demanding free care. 
But on occasion such a gesture “becomes a 
pretry good marketing tool.” said Dr. Mor- 
ley. who, with Mr. Brown, is writing a book 


‘oo marketing for physicians. 


Competition from the rising number of 
new physicians has increased as more and 
more potential patients bypass the old-style 
family physician when they need medical 
care, turing instead to over-the-counter 
treatments or a variety of new forms of 
health-care delivery. These include health 
maintenance organizations, ambulatory sur- 
gical centers and convenience clinics. 


The clinics, generally open 7 days a week, 
12 to 16 bours 2 day, weat such maladies as 
sprains and colds and do not sormally re- 
quire appointments. 


The National Association for Ambulatory 
Care, a clinic trade group. says there are 
2.300 such clinics. 11 expects 1.200 more to 
open by year's end. Fees are roughly compa- 
rable to the cost of a visit τὸ a doctor's office 
and are considerably lower than the charges 
of hospital emergency rooms.

At risk is 
the brighter half of Mr. Nimeiri’s record: sup- 
port for the Camp David accords and friend- 
ship with Egypt. defiance of Libya's Colonel 
Moamer Qadhafi and the recent generosity to 
Ethiopan refugees.

What substance there is in Mikhail Gorba- 
chey’s inaugural essay in East-West relations is 
useful, but there is not yet enough of it to 
establish in what way his policy, as to 
his style, is going to differ from that of his 
predecessors.

Confounding City Slickers,

TE PUKE, New Zealand —It 
may be homely on the outside, 
often likened τὸ αὶ small suede 
poluto or dubbed the “hairy ber- 
ry." but the kiwifruit is now be- 
ing hailed as the wave of New 
Zealand's {uture. 

Prime Minister David Lange 
points to the kiwifruit as a sym- 
bol that, economicaliy speaking, 
there can be life for New 
beyond sheep. Traditionally, the 
country has tied its well-being to 
lamb, beef, butter and other ani- 
mal products that represent 70 
percent of New Zealand's export 
camnings. 

Moreover, the government has 
subsidized sheep and dairy pro- 
duction, although foreign mar- 
kets have dwindled due τὸ 
changed dietary habits and rising 
protectionism. As 4 result, New 
Zealand today is a nation of 3.2 
million people, 70 million sheep, 
rising foreign debt and a declin- 
ing standard of living.

As a food, the kiwifruit rates 
highly.

For instance, Fred Berryman, 
a Te Puke grower, bought an 
additional 18 acres in 1979 for 
more than $50,000.

New Zealand has long had an 
advantage over these rivals.

World Bank Halts Payment of Development Loan to Brazil

Profits for Arms Makers Outpace U.S. Industry

WASHINGTON — The na- 
tion’s |;

The 25-percent average return 
on equity actually understates how 
much the contractors make on their 
military business. The measure in- 
cludes commercial sales. where 
profit margins are generally lower. 

The contractors’ reported profits 
are also conservatively stated in the 
sense that after-tax figures subtract 
deferred taxes, as well as taxes ac- 
tually paid. Under tax law, the 10 
companies were able to defer, or 
put off until future years. more 
than $1.2 billion in taxes last year. 
Thus, they retained that money. 
just as they did after-tax profits. 

When profits are recalculated on 
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the basis of taxes actually paid, 
instead of simply provided for, the 
contractors’ average profit rate in- 
creased τὸ 35 percent on equity, 
from 25 percent. 

Profit rates among the 10 com- 
panies reviewed ranged from 16 
percent, for Litton and McDonnell 
Douglas, to 42 percent for Lock- 
heed. Even the least profitable ex- 
ceeded the average for all manufac- 
turers, The results continued a 
trend of high profits over the last 
five years. 

The 10 nies also reported 
that their backlog of government 
orders, an indicator of future prof- 
its, totaled more than $80 billion. 
Their backlog of commercial busi- 
ness is considerably smaller. 

As profits of the industry have 
increased, so has the questioning of 
that profitability. Last month the 
Air Force requested that two con- 
actors return $208 million in ex- 
cess profits. Next month the Penta- 
gon will complete its first study of 
weapons profits in a decade, with 
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recommendations expected on 
whether to change the Pentagon's 
profit formula for contractors.
